His latest literary effort 
is a brilliant poem, “The Three Queens,” 
illustrating the significance of liberty, law 
and learning in the progress of society and 
to be read before tne Phi Beta Kappa So- 
ciety of Dartmouth College, June 20, 1881.

philosphers and historians of the day, as 
Heine, Hugo, Tennyson, Swinburne, Walt 
Whitman, Strauss, Mill, Spencer, Carlyle, 
Emerson, Darwin, Ruskin, George Sand, 
Dickens, Thackeray and George Eliot. 
Some of these writers have proven original 
in style, but the ideas, though drifting from 
the earlier ages down through different 
channels of the human mind, are all about 
the same, and all tend to carry out the 
same good purpose, and that is the true 
happiness of mankind, There are in the 
State Library over 35,000 volumes, the 
work of some 25,000 writers.

The history of 
Geeece is the of Rome, and the his- 
tory of Great Britain is being repeated in 
America. The question that one country is 
governed by a monarchy, and another by a 
republican form of government, is not con- 
sidered as worthy of notice, as long as the 
subjects of the two countries, though differ- 
ently governed, enjoy identically the same 
miseries and pleasures of life, Whether 
‘tis Greece, Rome, Great Britain, or America, 
‘tigall the same. The few rule, the muny 
toil; the few rich are the masters, and the 
millions, of poor are the willing slaves, 
The programme of yesterday was Mie 
same as the one in progress before us.

How to hang pictures.—The worst” posi- 
tion in which a painting can be pluced is 
directly opposite a window, as its surface so 
reflects the light that the object cannot be 
seen only from a side view. The picture 
ought to be hung so as to allow the light 
from the window to fall upon it from the 
sameside in which the artist saw, or imag-

Sparkling sherry or campagne. 
Anything to warm his brala— 
Bring him buck to life again? 


And it ts quite strange #0 me, 
Why an editor should be 
Always out of money; when 
He does so mueh with his pen 
For the fat-pursed inoney men 
Why in the world don't they 
Reward him with deeent pay? 
And not let the fellow rave— 
And sink into # pauper's grave! 
My very limited invited guesst, I will now 
introduce you, to the individual members of 
this learned and solomen body. Some of 
these fellows you haye never had the honor 
of hearing their names before, as they never 
did anything to bring them into general 
notice: but in the language of the immortal 
bard, 

'The sweetest flower oft-times remains ungmelled,’ 
So don’t think that because you have never 
heard of the majority of the members of 
this press gang before, they don’t amount 
to much. 

“The first one who I willintroduce to you 
is Allen O'Myers, Perhaps you haye hears 
his name mentioned before. He is a di 
covery of mine, Some four years ago I cis- 
covered him.

it, for “the sharper the competition, the 
cheaper they can buy.” “Why don't they 
protest?” asked the reporter. “That would 
do no good,” said he “for the sharks and 
bommers greatly out number them, and be- 
sides there is a ring between these wolves 
and the avaricious city officials, making it 
impossible to have their sentiments recog- 
nized by the municipal government. If 
brought into a Supreme Court these ordiane- 
ances would desolve into thin air in no time, 
but itis cheaper for tne drummer to pay his 
fine than fight it.” 

“How much do they usnally require?”

The 
lady who wins the most games during the 
evening is entitled to the first prize or fayor, « 
and « like reward ismade to the most suce 
ceasiul gentleman. The parties. who win 
the most games at the Leal table are consid- 
ered as coming in for second favor, while 
those who get the fewer games at all the 
tables during the evening are entitled to: 
the third class. Sometimes the first favors 
are bestowed to those who make the most 
games at the head table, but this plan has 
little merit, for howeyer good a player may 
be, a little bad luck in getting cards will re- 
sultin, throwing them to the {éot.

Tt is suppos- 
ed to have first come into use in the State of 
Pennsylvania.

Hoyle, the great card game author, was an 
and died in 1769, 
He was the first to put into book form the 
manner of playing games at cards, and 
originated many of the games now in use. 
Nearly every work on games is labeled 
“ Hoyle’s Games.’ The rules laid down 
governing different games are the same, 
with scarcely a point of difference, in all 
the books published, so that in the purchase 
of a work on games no danger is run of 
gettingan authotity different from others, 
While the authorities governing the play of 
euchre are all alike, individuals often di 

gree asto the rules. This comes simply 
from not knowing what the standard rules 
are. For instancu, in’cutting for deal, some 
will insist that the person entting the high- 
est card is entitled to the deal, while the 
rule as laid down in all the works says that 
in euchre the lowest card cut is the winning 
one, and the ace is to be @onsidered the 
lowest. The question often arises as to 
whether, between two partners, one order 
ing up a trump or assisting the other, can 
the other elect to play it alone. That they 
may do 80 is plainly stated in Appleton’s 
Encyclopedia, and in all the works upon 
euchre we have ever seen, but no person can 
play a lone hand when the opposite party 
has ordered up or made the trump: norcan 
they play it alone ata suit they have neg- 
lected to name after the trump has been 
turned down. Again, a party playing a 
lone hand, while, if they get all the tricks 
they count four; if euchred, the opposite 
party counts two, and not four, as is often’ 
insisted. In railroad euchre, when 
joker or “jerker” is used and the partner's 
best card may be taken’ the ruletis different. 
There should be a desire on the part of 
every lover of cards to ascertain the rules 
governing games plaved, and insist on their 
being strictly lived up to. 
es when players get to intimating to their 
partners what cards they hold, and hew 
they wish them to lead, or in any way seek 
to get an undue advantage in the game.

POKER SHARPS AND FLATS. 


How They Work it, and How They 


Worked,

Its reputation extends not only all over 


Columbus, but throughout the State it 
is almost as well known. Therefore, when 
strangers come here, ulinost the first place 
they visit is this saloon. As there sre 
constantly new faces:to be seen coming and 
going,itis very.easy for the sharpers to make 
new acquaintances, 

After the business of the day is finished 
on High street the brokers find their 
way up town—snay at half past three dr four 
o'clock, They drop in the chafe; they drink, 
chat and if they are disposed, and most of 
them are, they adjourn up stairs for a game 
of poker, Some of the up-stairs rooms are 
kept exclusively for the accommodation of 
guests who want to indulge in a quiet game 
and often eight or ten tables are occupied at 
once, 

‘This class of sharpers do big betting, the 
smallest chips being one dollar, and itis no 
uncommon occurrence to see a pot repre- 
senting one and five hundred dollars. 
Their is no special charge made for the 
rooms, but itis understood that a certain 
proportion of the winnings, called the wid- 
ow, is to be set aside to pay for the sup- 
per, wines, room, etc. 

This widow seldom amounts to less thun 
fifty or a hundred dollars a night. If there 
is wny of the widow left after the expenses 
ure paid, it belongs to the waiter who waits 
on the party as bis perquisite, 

Many wives who receive telegrams from 
their busbands at about the dinner hour, 
think, “Ab, poor hubby; hehas to stay 
down in that horrid office again to-night 
working, I hope the poor fellow will take 
time to go out and get a bite to eat.” Little 
\loes she know, sweet innovence, that her 
dear bubby is at that moment deep ina 
gaine of poker, and, far from starving, bis 
dinner will consist of the best the market 
affords, . 

These games are as fair as poker goes, but 
there are some black sheep, whose real 
means’of livehood is poker, although they 
keep a desk in a broker’s office, perbaps for 
ablind. These parties play the yame for 
all it is worth ; take every advantage possi- 
ble—such as putting up the cards, tricks in 
shuffling and dealing, ete., and constitute 
dangerous opponents to the most skilful 
players of the game. 

These worthies generally hunt in couples, 
and share their gains. Tliey sit side by side, 
play into each others hands, ete. If they 
are caught cheating they are kicked out, 
and the saloon doors are closed on them 
in the future, If they are not caught, they 
continue to do the same thing for years, as 
4 rule, living up to every dollar of their ill- 
gotten gains. 

The saloon sharpers are especially 
dangerous, by reasons of their ability to 
talk business. They can interest victims 
who would other wise never dream of be- 
stowing their confidence on strangers, and 
their périlous proficiency at play is hidden 
by the assumption of legitimate employ- 
ment they wear. 

The railroad sharpers belong to no par- 
ticular class of men. He belongs and in 
found among the general traveling public. 
Drummers, agents of theatres, express man- 
agers, circus men, are invariable poker- 
players. 

Poker is not, however, commenced as a 
rule at first on the cars. Itis generally 
euchre with which the ballis opened. 

The sharper, after a few hands, stacks the 
cards, and will perhaps throw down a queen 
as trump then causally remark: “I would 
like to play poker this hand, if I could take 
up that queen.” The victim, having four 
kings, which the sharper has just given 


him, argnes to himself that the 
sharper must have, three queens in 
his band, as be is so desirious of 


picking up the queen on the board, and, 
feeling perfectly satisfied with his own per- 
spicuity, he, ten toone, will say: “All right: 
we'll play poker,” 

He bets heavily, and the sharper does the 
same. When the hand is called the sucker 
throws down his four kings, and the shar- 
per fouraces. This is enough toarouse the 
interest of any ordinary victim, and a regu- 
lar seige of poker is commenced, which 
certain to end in his disfavor. 

It has often been wondered at by the 
friends and acquaintances of some young 
men about town how they could possibly 
afford to live 80 extravagantly, and to go to 
Europe as often as they do. 
no business, yet almost every summer they 
take a trip acrosathe “big drink” merely for 
pleasure apparently. How can they afford 
it?

They do not go for pleasure, but for money 
and the money is that which they make 
playing poker, They generally stand in 
with the purser, who gives them the “tip” 
a8 to who is who among the passengers,and 
who steersthem on to any good thing he may 
be conversant with in the greenhorn line. I 
know a gentleman connected with the civil 
service in Honolulu who, on his fvearly 
leave of absence, starts for New York. On 
the steamer from Honolulu or San Frincisco 
hé plays poker; on the cars from San Fran- 
clseo to New York he plays poker: and as 
he is a good player be not only {makes bis 
expenses both ways, -but he has money {to 
spend on the “wine, women and song,” of 
which the festive South Sea islanders from 
their king down, are notoriously so found. 

Ifsharpers hunt in couples, which they 
generally :do, they contrive to sit side, by 
side'at table. One deals, and arranges bis 
cards to suit himself, and so deft is he with 
the pack that he. can, keeping up a lively 
conversation all the time, fix them to] his 
entire satisfaction right under thet{victim’s 
nose. For instance, he puts three kings on 
the top, and three queeus immediately fol- 
lowing. His partner is the “age.” After 
the cut, the dealer does not mount the cut. 
He throws the cards, giving each player 
onepair, Afterthe discard he carelvasly, 
and apparently without thinking, puts the 
cards back on"top of the other cards, He 
then throws his partner the three kings on 
topand the victim the three queens, so in 
consequence of both having big fulls, the 
pot runs up enormously, and, of course, bis 
partner wins. 

Another time his partner may havea pair 
of jacks, we will say. He accidentally (?) 
shows them to the dealer. If the latter 
holds # jack in his own hand, be passes,that 
is, quietly slips the jack from his own hand, 
buts iton top of the pack again, and deals 
it to his partner, the age. Or, if he 
has no jack and has a pair instead, 
he manages to give them to his part- 
ner in the same way. All this is done so 
quietly and neatly, thatthe victim may be 
looking straight at him and still never dis- 
cover the cheat.

Discouraging Art. 

The report which Senator John Sherman 
has made recommending the purchase by 
the government of Miss Ransom's portrait 
of General Thonms for $10,000 and of Mrs. 
Fassett’s painting of the Electoral Conimis- 
sion for $15,000 is simply another resalt of 
persistent lobbying. Whoeyer Miss Ran- 
som may be she is not known in art and if 
she were the most eminent of American 
painters she could not command any such 
price for ber work. Even supposing that 
her picture ought to be bought at all, $1,000 
would bean exorbitant price forit, Conse- 
quently, the extra $9,000 it is proposed to 
pay represents the cost of lobbying or the 
over-valuation of commonplace work. For 
some months petitions have been circulated 
among Grand Army Posts asking thir 
recognition of Miss Ransom's picture. It 
is « continuation of the vicious policy of 
buying pictures never ordered and not 
needed, 

The proposition to buy Mra, Fassett’s 
picture is another illustration of this policy. 
In the first place, if any subject is distaste- 
ful to the people of the United States it is 
the Electoral Commission. At best a mis- 
erdble make-shitt, its results were dembral- 
izing in every way. Certainly no good 
reason cau be given Yor commemorating 
such an eveuton the wallsof the Capitol. 
This ia especially true as to Mrs. Fassett’s 
picture, She is withoutzreputation as an 
artist and with nothing but commonplace 
merit. She began this: career as an art 
claimant soon after the commission had 
annonnced its decision, She then wanted 
$20,000 for the picture and from that time 
to this she and her friends and a few callow 
and impressible Senators have been trying 
to get an appropriation for its purchase, 

The assurance involved in such ademand 
is colossal and it ought to be rejected this 
time with such emphasis that it shall never 
be brought forward again. It is high time 
this mountebankery in art was put down
